contributed supplies for this particular 
consignment, stating the letter of the 
shipment, the name of the steamer and 
the date of tho sailing, so that by 
watching the announcements in the 
magazine from month to month one 
should bo able to know 
just when 


supplies reach their ultimate destina- 
tion. U must he clearly understood 
that the American Red Cross receives 
acknowledgments only from the con- 
signees for the entire shipments, an3 
not from individual hospitals that re- 
ceive, supplies in the final distribution. 
Supplies sent to France, for instance, 
are acknowledged by the

Relief Clearing House, Paris; supplies 
sent to England, by the British Red 
Cross; London: supplies sent to Ger- 
many, by the German Red Cross. Ber- 
lin, etc. 


The American Red Cross has ship- 


ped since the beginning of the 
war 


33,977 cases of supplies to 17 'different 
countries, but we have yet to learn 
that any country has received enough 
of any form of relief. If the need was 
admitted to be great a year ago it 
takes no stretch ot the imagination to 
realize it is many times as great to- 
day.
